Each year highway accidents and deaths reach their peak 
at Christmas time. 
Ice, sleet and snow, early darkness, drinking, the holiday 
rush and festivity, and carelessness combine to make De­ 
cember the bugaboo month for traffic. 
In thousands ot 
homes last Christmas, joy was shattered by the tragedy ot 
a traffic accident. 
But the National Safety Council, with the cooperation of 
160 other national organizations, again is seeking to prevent 
such tragedies. And the Council r e p o r t s that the outlook is 
bright for a safer, happier Christmas this year. 
The traffic trend is encouraging. During th** first nine 
months of the year, the death toll dropped 3 per cent from 
the same period for the previous year—a saving of 800 lives. 
If this rate of improvement can be maintained the rest 
of the year, the Council said, more than 1,000 lives can be 
saved on the highway in 1957. 
Instrumental in the improvement has been an intensive 
traffic safety campaign, “Back the Attack on Traffic Ac­ 
cidents,” which was launched last December to encourage 
public officials to step up the attack on traffic accidents 
and to stimulate acceptance of personal responsibility for 
•afety. 
If citizens will continue to support the campaign during 
the coming weeks— not with money or time, but with just 
more care in driving and walking—all of us may have a 
really merry Christmas in 1957.

p o rt m a k e rs that at least $620,000, 
000 is paid in annual dues to th* 
nation's unions.

000,000 in the two y e a rs since the 
A F lrC IO first m erged, I p resu m e 
the re se a rc h e rs

with their pencils if 1 figure that 
the dues income will reach a bil­ 
lion dollars in ano ther few years.

penses.” He couldn’t explain how’ 
he go* 
som e $92,000,

guidance a ' w elfare deputy, over 
$900,000 was embezzled. 


When the A FI .-CIO kicked out 
th*' I .sundry W orkers it ch arged 
th at there was “ a whole variety 
of evil practices—exceedingly high 
com m issions, 
kickbacks, 
special 
expense paym ents, 
p aym en ts 
of 
p rem ium s to som eone oth er than 
th*' insurance ca rrie r, failure to in­ 
quire about dividends. or about re ­ 
ceipt of claim checks . . ." 
The AFL-CIO E thical P ractices 
C om m ittee called it “ incredible.’’ 
However, all this did go on for 
over five years. 


T here 
was 
another 
Launchy 
W orkers brother unionist, Charles 
Xaddeo. He had live union job;. 
He was vice president of th*' L aun­ 
dry W orkers International, He was 
vice president of Local 10 of that 
union at $10,400 a year. 


He was al o w elfare dep uty for 
Local 10. for which sacrifice he 
received five per cen t of the p re­ 
m ium , which cam e to $17,48*5 in 
less th an two years. He was sec- 
reta ry -tre a su re r of the Can Work­ 
ers Union No. 22623, Philadelphia, 
for which overw ork 
he received 
$13,000 a year. 
And 
he w as \ ice president of 
laical 85 of the C leaners and Dyers 
tor which he really sacrificed. 
He said he got no salary. J u s t a 
labor of love. He found little ap­ 
preciation 
in 
the 
AFL-CIO. 
The 
convention ousted him . But he did 
business for a long time. And he 
still is an officer of the Laundry 
W orkers Union, ousted though it 
is. 
T here are others who count and 
pocket the people’s mone.v. Some 
w ill be exposed in McClellan com ­ 
m ittee probes of w elfare and pen­ 
sion 
funds which 
counselor Bob 
K ennedy 
alread y 
has 
scheduled. 
Unless there are laws to wipe out 
this m ulcting of millions, all la­ 
bor will suffer from exposures, as 
it has in the past.

Criticisms 
In this daily colum n I usually 
stress the value of com plim ents. 
But 
there are tim es w’hen criti­ 
cism is valuable. 
Ideally, it is best, when dealing 
with 
the 
offender 
in 
p e r ;on, 
to 
sandw ich your com plaint between 
two 
generous 
layers 
of honest 
com plim ents, 
This is the “ sandw ich m e th o d ” 
which I have advocated for m any 
y ears for Personnel D irectors in 
A m erican industry. 
And th at sandw ich plan is equal* 
ly valuable for school tea c h e rs or 
paren ts who find it n ecessary to 
re m o n stra te with an ir rin g child. 
In psychology 
we 
have 
found 
that praise, alone, will ultim ately 
ste e r the average person in th*' 
right direction. 
C riticism , too, will do likewise, 
though not quite as efficiently as 
com plim ents. 
But a combination of criticism 
for the w rong, plus praise for th*' 
right, is the very best plan av ail­ 
able 
E v en in experim ents with w hite 
ra ts 
or 
guinea 
pigs 
who 
are 
placed in a m aze and left to find 
‘heir way out. it has been found 
that 
rew arding the 
right b eh av ­ 
ior with a pi* cr of cheese, will 
speed up the learning. 
P enalizing the wrong action, a ' 
by giving the anim al a mild elec­ 
tric 
hock when it enters the blind 
alleys of the m aze, will also h a s­ 
ten the process.

CHRISTMAS SORROW — 


Each year highway accidents ami death* reach their peak 
st Christmas time. 
Ice, sleet and snow, early darkness, drinking, the holiday 
rush and festivity, and carelessness combine to make De­ 
cember the bugaboo month for traffic. 
In thousands ot 
homes last Christmas, joy was shattered by the tragedy ut 
a traffic accident. 
But the National Safety Council, with the cooperation of 
160 other national organizations, again is seeking to prevent 
such tragedies. And the Council reports that the outlook is 
bright for a safer, happier Christmas this year. 
The traffic trend is encouraging. During the first nine 
months of the year, the death toll dropped 3 per cent from 
the .same period for the previous year—a saving of 800 lives. 
If this rate of improvement can be maintained the rest 
of the year, the Council said, more than 1,000 lites can be 
saved on the highway in 1957, 
Instrumental in the improvement has been an intensive 
traffic safety campaign. “Back the Attack on Traffic Ac­ 
cidents,” which was launched last December to encourage 
public officials to step up the attack on traffic accidents 
and to stimulate acceptance of personal responsibility for 
safety.

Criticisms 
In this daily column I usually 
stress the value of compliments 
But there are times when criti­ 
cism is valuable. 
Ideally, it is best, when dealing 
with the offender rn person, to 
sandwich your complaint between 
two 
generous 
layers 
of honest 
compliments. 
This is foe “.sandwich method” 
which I have advocated for many 
years for Personnel Directors in 
American industry. 
And that sandwich plan is equal­ 
ly valuable for school teachers or 
parents who find it necessary to 
remonstrate with an erring child. 
In psychology we have found 
that praise, alone, will ultimately 
steer the average person in the 
right direction. 
Criticism, too, will do likewise, 
though not quite as efficiently as 
compliments.

But a combination of criticism 
for the wrong, plus praise for the 
right, is the very best plan avail­ 
able
